Next, David introduced the evening’s speaker, Jeff Hammer, N9ONIC, for a presentation 
on “RadioActivity”. Jeff explained that he is encouraging hams to maintain an active 
lifestyle by taking part in activities such as hiking, biking, canoeing. Jeff went over 
things to be prepared for, and how he prepares his gear for the task. He said one has to 
take into consideration sometime extreme operating conditions such as temperature and 
vibration when planning power and antenna options for different activities. He said when 
considering what battery to use, he has to plan on how long he is planning to operate. 
Mike Sercer, WA9FDO, suggested https://batteryhookup.com/ as a good source for 
batteries. Jeff said a charge controller is needed to manage charging of batteries. Jeff 
said when planning on operating while hiking to prepare for the hike first. He said that 
an antenna mast on a back pack can be a challenge dealing with low limbs and such. He 
uses a vinyl Christmas tree hanging pole as his back pack mast. Jeff recommends ham 
sticks for bicycle use. He noted that he has canoe antenna tuning issues. Tony Rice, 


KB9EKA, mentioned that this change with movement in the water could be due to 
differences in the capacitance of the water. 


After Jeff completed his presentation on RadioActivity, he talked about the Lewis and 
Clark Trail on the Air event. The event runs June 4 through 19, and is sponsored by the 
Clark County (WA) radio club. The event covers 16 states. In Indiana, the Tri-State Club 
in Evansville is the host. As the event gets closer, there will be a schedule posted. More 
information will be available at https://Ictota.org/.

INDIANA QSO PARTY NEXT MONTH! 


Saturday May 7th 11:00 AM EDT to 11:00 PM EDT is the Indiana QSO Party. The 
INQP is part of the 4QP weekend. In addition to Indiana, the 7th call area QSO Party 
(7QP), the New England QSO Party (NEQP), and Delaware QSO Party (DEQP) will be 
on the air. That means there will be a total of 16 states in QSO parties that weekend! To 
say the airwaves will be busy is an understatement. Last year, a program was started to 
get “rare” counties on the air. This year, there are 10 counties designated as rare. As of 
the writing of this newsletter, 4 of those counties still have no one activating them 
according to the planned activity map at http://www.hdxcc.org/ingp/activity.php. Those 4 
counties are Rush, Randolph, Dearborn, and Switzerland. If you know a General class or 
above operator in one of those counties, give them a call and encourage them to get on 
the air for the INQP. Better yet, plan a portable or mobile operation to one of those 
counties yourself. It’s lots of fun to be the “DX”! If you are planning on operating in the 
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INQP, regardless of your location, send your plans to Tim Gennett, K9WX so he can “get 
you on the map”.

CHANGES TO ARRL WEBSITE CAUSE CONSTERNATION 


After a major behind the scenes change to the ARRL website, that requires members to 
re-register to the site, many were having problems with getting signed up on the new 
website. Following is what was sent out in the April Ist edition of The ARRL Letter: 


“Follow these steps to sign in and access ARRL features and services: Go to arrlorg and 
click "Login" which will redirect you to "Register" (please note, even if you have an 
ARRL account you will need to register). 


To register, enter the main e-mail address we have on file and click "Next." You will be 
prompted to create a user name and new password. Your password must contain at least 
eight characters, a number, an uppercase letter, a lowercase letter, and a 
non-alphanumeric character. 

If you receive an e-mail verification one-time password request instead, you will receive 
an e-mail from Personify Identity Provider. Enter the one-time password, which will 
default your user name to the e-mail you used and prompt you to enter a new password 
twice. Click "Next." 


This will log you in to arrl.org, which now allows you to renew, donate, and shop all in 
one transaction.

NO INDY HAMFEST FOR 2022 


Following is the text from a PDF letter dated April 4, 2022 by General Chairman of the 
Indy Hamfest, Mike Sercer, WA9FDO: 


“Greetings, 


I wanted to take an opportunity to express sincere thanks from all of the Indianapolis 
Hamfest staff to everyone who has supported our show for the past 50 years. Without 
your support we would have died years ago. 


As many of you may know, much of our staff have been around for many decades, 
perhaps too many decades. Most of the current staff members are on the other side of 70 
years old and felt it was time to pass the baton. To that end, in 2019 a campaign was 
started in an attempt to recruit new members. There were no takers except one. Andy 
Swanson, KC9SKV felt very strongly that the hamfest should go on. He made a valiant 
attempt to recruit others to help continue the show, but He too found that everyone wants 
it, but no one wants to be involved. 


So, it is with great regret that at this time there will be NO Indianapolis Hamfest in 2022. 
Is it possible that the hamfest will return in 2023? At this time there is no firm plan in 
place. We realize that we may well lose our place in the hamfest circuit, but unfortunately 
this is our loss. 


In closing, thank you to the major vendors for your many years of support and we wish 
you the very best for your future.

MORE INFO ON NEW FCC APPLICATION FEE, STARTS 4/19 


The Federal Communications Commission (FCC) staff has clarified in response to an 
ARRL request that the new $35 application fee will not apply to most license 
modifications, including those to upgrade amateur radio licensee's operator class and 
changes to club station trustees. The FCC staff explained that the new fees will apply 
only to applications for a new license, renewal, rule waiver, or a new vanity call sign. As 
previously announced, the new fees take effect on April 19, 2022. 
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"We are pleased that the FCC will not charge licensees the FCC application fee for 
license upgrade applications," said ARRL Volunteer Examiner Coordinator (VEC) 
Manager Maria Somma, ABIFM. "While applicants for a new license will need to pay 
the $35 FCC application fee, there will be no FCC charge for future upgrades and 
administrative updates, such as a change of mailing or email address. Most current 
licensees, therefore, will not be charged the new FCC application fee until they renew 
their license or apply for a new vanity call sign." 


ARRL previously reported that the new $35 application fee for amateur radio licenses 
will become effective on April 19, 2022. Further information and instructions about the

CHANGES IN MONTHLY INDIANA ARES HF NET 


Following is a portion of a notice sent out by Indiana Section Emergency Coordinator, 
Jim Moehring, KB)WWM: 


“Some changes have been made to the Sunday Indiana ARES HF Net for the summer 
months. 


We have moved the Net from 75 meters (3,900 MHz) to 40 meters (7.272+/-). On 75 
meters there was significant noise prohibiting reliable contacts throughout the state. On 
40 meters we have had very good luck hearing stations and being heard throughout the 
state. As a result we will use 40 meters through the summer months. When we return to 
Standard Time we will return to 75 Meters. 


Also, the 7.272 frequency has been occupied the last couple of Sundays so we have 
moved up to 7.275 MHz. Look for us at or near that frequency.”
